The purpose will be to relate Uhristian Ethics and 
storal Vounseling in such areas as family and in-law relations, 
riage counseling and boy-girl relations. 


& Since seminary training in Japan is predominantly in the field 
Of Bible and Theology, practical subjects such as these are some- 
Times neglected. Therefore the very basic information such as what 
Overnment social and counseling services are available is often 
erlooked. This course is the beginning of an effort to strengthen 
@ practical training in these fields. It is an outgrowth of one 
of the reconmendations of the East Asia Christian Family Life
